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A WORD ABOUT HEALTH 





A student, returned from the holidays, remarked that he felt 
fifty per cent better, physically, during his sojourn at ht§ home 
The reason given was that he" lived out in the country, kept regular 
hours, and did some good hard manual labour in the open air. 
He mourned the fact that he would now slip back into a feeling 
of jadedncss and lack of physical well-being with his renewed ap- 
plication to studies. 

It is our misfortune to be in a position where we involuntarily 
inhale the products of smoke stacks. It is also our misfortune to 
be in a position where the observance of regular hours is very dif- 
ficult, and this at a critical time in our progress to maturity 
when care of the physique would prolong the years of later life. 
The philosopher who always got up at five a.m. read over his 
notes at six-forty-five, lectured at seven and so on throughout the 
day, living such an orderly life that people set their clocks by him, 
no doubt contributed much by so doing, to his attainment of the 
ripe old age of eighty. But it is hard to conceive of a student, in 
this modern age. whose daily schedule begins at five a.m. and 
continues with mechanical regularity day after day. Setting aside 
such a method as impractical and tending towards the extreme, 
there are other effective ways of thwarting ill health, and the ex- 
ercise of a little common sense will make these practical for every- 
one. If it is necessary for the trained athlete to retire at a certain 
earljt bour. eat proper food, and exercise daily in order to maintain 
« high physical efficiency, is it not necessary for others to follow 
the same proceeding on a lesser scale to preserve physical fitness. 
Work is a necessary factor in the lives of most of us, and pleasure 
£ has its important place, h might be well to subordinate the latter 
to a greater extent, however, if by so doing we can devote more 
time to outdoor exercises — be it walking, ski-ing, snowshocing, or 
any of the phases of sport, with their consequent effect towards 
a better physical and mental state.

Milley, Draper, Whitmore and Norman Spoke at Union Last 
Night to Theological Undergrad. — —Banquet Sche- 
duled for Feb. 13th. in Union Ball Room.

cussed by Scott Milley, Willlani 
Draper, Cecil Whltilioro and Prod 
Norman ' respectively. The meeting, 
which was well attended, was the 
first to be" held since thé Christmas 
recess and showed thnt the Theolog 
Undergrad Is well on its way to be- 
coming an Integral part of tho life 
of the four Theological Colleges af- 
filiated with- McGill.

"Tho question which brought the 
discussion of win- before the group 
waa: "what should a. poison in 
case of another war? fa) refuse to 
take part? (b) if taking part, why?" 

"Tho most, significant part of the 
convention was tho result of a. num- 
ber of students belonging to the Na- 
tional Students' Forum against tho 
ruling of the management committee 
of s'je convention. A meeting for 
those interested in the discussion of 
war was announced in the convention 
In opposition lo the wishes of the 
chairman, and a large attendance was 
seemed at 1.30 p.m. that. day. An- 
other meeting wits held the following 
•lay to continue the discussion under 
the chairmanship of a North West- 
ern University Student. After an 
hour of heated discussion, almost 
everybody present expressed, by vote 
his intention not to take part direct- 
ly or indirectly in another war. 

"Amongst the causes of war 
enumerated by different persons in 
the meeting are the following: 

1. Private property (love, of money 
olc.) . . 

2. Misconception of National honor, 
(selfish nationalism) . 

3. Failure to follow principles 
Josus. (love, peace.) 

4. Newspaper propaganda.

Bill Draper in presenting tho mis- 
sionary sido of the convention ex- 
pressed himself as follows; 

"Our attitude to tho negro has so 
.Idle of tho brotherhood of man in 
II, thai wo have llttlo to sparo for 
export. "To wail until America, is 
thoroughly Christianized would bo a 
poor policy and not a policy carried 
by ,llio early missionaries of tho 
church, 

Draper outlined the missionary as- 
pect of the convention. In his opinion 
tho Bast needs an Indlglnous ckuroh. 
and until that Indigenous church is a 
reality tho Christian Church will not 
bo complete 

The followers of Gandhi aro assum- 
ing an Important place in the religious 
life of the world, tho meeting was 
told. There aro 330,000,000 people in 
India today. Eighty- Clyo per cent, 
arc avowed followers of Gandhi. No 
other man in history has ever had such 
a large following. . Gandhi owes his 
Inspiration to the Sçrinou on tho 
Mount, ami tho (cachings of his Hin- 
doo religious scriptures pa t of which 
are found Bhag wad-Oiia . His toaf.h- 
Ings arc tho quintessence of Hindoo 
philosophy and of popreslstopcu and 
love. 

In a Hhorl talk on the toruniH of

rncluded in the 100 or more student 
delegates who gathered the Khortrldge 
meeting th"r» were a number of fo- 
reign delegates. Hindoo followers of 
flhandl, th« "apostle of the non-r»s!s- 
tance doctrine," took an active part 
In the meeting, as did a number of 
Chinese delegates. 

After many speeches, revealing a 
variety ot views on pacifism and the 
extent to which the anti-war policy 
should he carried, an expression of 
sentiment was adopted by a. close 
vote. 

The pledge against war read thus: 
"Believing the Jesus Christ, was 
right in his teaching of nonresistance, 
we. the students of America, pledge 
ourselves not to aid dtrecly or Indi- 
rectly In the prosecution of war after 
Nov. 11, 19Ï4," the expression read. 

A number of those present at the 
meeting opposed the expression and a 
few declared opposition to pacifism as 
a national principle, defending tho Re- 
serve Officers' Training Camps in Am- 
erican colleges, which were vigorously 
condemned by leaders of the pacifism 
movement as breeding places for mili- 
tarism.' About ninety students voted 
for the-eypresBion and eighty-five op- 
posed the wording of the phrase- Two 
hundred, or more refrained from voting. 
: Joseph C. Robblns, chalman of tho 
convention said the officers of the Vo- 
lunteer movement opposed the meet- 
ing at t-hortridge only because it was 
not a scheduled meeting and because 
only one side of the pacifism contro- 
versy would he presented at -it. It ap- 
peared to -be an attempt to organize 
"nonresistance" advocates to storm the 
convention liter. 

Mr. Rcbbins said that the promoters 
of tile meeting were denied the right 
to make an e.t.ntuncement of their 
plat' 3 on il e floor of tho convention, 
and they were not allowed to distri- 
bute curds, advertising tho gathering. 
Balked In that direction, th* p-icifist 
leaders caused the cards to be distri- 
buted in downtown hotels and restau- 
rants, hoping in that way to reach a 
number of students."

"Canon Woods came from Cam- 
bridge for the. .soie purpose of address- 
ing tho students at the Student 
Volunteer Convention.'" said Fred 
Norman of the Diocesan College. 

"Canon Woods gave four addresses. 
The first wns: "What do we bellevo 
about God?" in which he. emphasized 
tho Idea that any revelation of God 
that is adequate must be made in a 
personal way, he contended has been 
made by Jesus Christ. 

"The . second— addresa--wa«— on— the 
quast'on: "What do we believe about 
sin and tho Cross?" In which he 
said that the Cross showed God's at- 
titude towards the .i n and the world 
of suffering. 

'The third address waj? on the 
question "What do we believe ahout^ 
the kingdom of Cod?" Tho Kingdom 
■is a. new order of things and has 
to do with every phase of human ac- 
tivity. There is too much, idepart- 
menUirsm in pur religion. 

Thé fourth' address was on the 
question "What, are the' sources of 
Power?" Christianity Is a religion 
of power. Today w« have much ac- 
tivity coupled with a great deal, of 
moral and spiritual impotence.. Jesus 
was the first to utilize the power and 
interminable resources of God."
